THE HOLY ROSARY. One day 
last summer the Sisters the 
sembled their annual summer 
school came little group gentle- 
men headed distinguished vis- 
itor, the President the Irish Re- 
public, Edward Valera. The good nuns (with more 
propriety than might the surface appear) sang “The 
Soldier Song” the Irish Revolution, there was flurry 
speechmaking and copious applause, and then group 
picturesquely attired little tots mounted the platform 
and presented the Irish President ,as gift Mrs. 
Valera from the Sisters, beautiful pair rosary 
beads. his graceful acceptance the symbolic present 
Mr. Valera said something that merits wider audi- 
ence. 


Those rosary beads meant very much him, told 
the Sisters, because they vividly recalled him retreat 
once had made. That retreat, added, was longer, 
probably, than the annual retreat the members re- 
ligious orders, for lasted six months and more, and 
was made jail, and under English direction, after the 
stirring events Easter Week, 1916. had had plenty 
time for reflection and much solitude even 
ascetic could wish for. 


And then proceeded explain why the gift rosary 
recalled his term imprisonment. Every evening the 
jail, after the trials and uncertainties the day—and rare 
was the day when some member the group political 
prisoners was not marshalled out never return—a mur- 
mur, that gradually rose fuller tones, would spread 
down the rows cells. was murmur prayer. 
words the Ave Maria, couched the musical Irish 
tongue, would steal out the evening air; and the Irish 
prisoners, two choirs, answering each other from cell 
cell, would récite the Holy Rosary. was balm 
their spirits, health their minds, refreshment their 
troubled souls and emaciated bodies. And that nightly 
practice devotion, Mr. Valera maintained, was hid- 
den much the purpose and the spirit the men who 
risked their lives that the life their beloved country 
might spring forth anew. 


this recurrence the month October, the month 
the Holy Rosary, this impressive narrative has point 
and suggestion. The boys and girls our Catholic 
schools -should know something and something 
what lies behind it. Here were men who had fought 
bravely throw off alien rule, even our early Amer- 
icans had fought throw off the same rule. They were 
men who knew the perils the times and the thrill 
the hope forlorn and the lure the bright eyes danger. 
They were not old ladies mollycoddles namby-pamby 
gentlemen with monacles and lisps; they were he-men, 
every one them, doing the things that only eminently 
manly men would have had the courage do. And 
them the familiar rosary was weapon and inspiration, 
solace and trumpet call patriotism and 


And tales told our boys who have come back 
from overseas after teasting the full the bitterness 
modern warfare harmonize wonderfully with the simple 
narration unfolded that golden morning the City St. 
Francis. Our returned soldiers bear testimony the 
fact that the prayerful men where usually the bravest 
men; and that the grim silence the trenches and the 
shell-scarred woods the rattle rosary beads and the al- 
most inaudible sounds that fell from praying lips proved 
uplifting music war-weary hearts and warltorn human 
souls. 

These things qur children should know. For these

OUR DEMOCRATIC CHURCH. The Educational 
Review for September contains address delivered 
President Nicholas Murray Butler Columbia the 
occasion the installation university president. Dr. 
Butler, pointing out the dangers undue centraliza- 
tion governing men, told how the secret successful 
administration was indicated the late Pope Pius 
when “The Grand Old Man” English political life, 
William Gladstone, was received audience. Dr. 
Butler says: 


“In the course the conversation between these two 
great men Mr. Gladstone asked His Holiness what 
human agency policy, any attributed the per- 
manence and the vitality the Roman Catholic Church, 
which had seen the rise and fall nations, the upbuilding 
and the overturning dynasties, the discovery and scttle- 
ment new continents, and literally stupendous changes 
the mental and moral life men. Amidst all this the 
Roman Catholic Church had maintained its continuous 
life through many centuries, and Mr. Gladstone earnestly 
pressed his question how this had been possible. 
The answer Pope Pius was this: The Roman 
Catholic Church owes its permanence and its vitality 
amidst all these striking changes three things: the first 
these consultation; the second consultation; the 
third consultation.” 


There, humanly speaking, the great and holy pontiff laid 
bare the heart Catholic discipline and true democ- 
racy. And there have touchstone test the degree 
which any organization which claims either Cath- 
olic democratic really conforms the spirit the one 
the otheer. organization, despite its avowed 
men who keep aloof from the rank and file and indulge 
long-distance administration, who not allow every 
voice, even the humblest, heard and every opinion, 
even the weakest, weighed and pondered, that or- 
ganization neither Catholic nor democratic. 


the same Pope Pius and every superior who 
really true the Catholic spirit administration might 
fittingly apply those fine lines Matthew Arnold: 


“We were weary, and were 
Fearful, and were, our march, 
Fain drop down and die. 
Still thou turndest, and still 
Beckondest the trembler, and still 
Gavest the weary thy hand! 
the paths the world, 
Stones might have wounded thy feet, 
Toil dejection have tried 
Thy spirit, that saw 
Nothing! thou wert still 
Cheerful and helpful and firm. 
Therefore thee was given 
Many save with thyself; 
And the end thy day, 
faithful shepherd! come 
Bringing thy sheep thy hand.” 
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HAVE YOU THIRD RAIL? The electric train, for 
all its steel and glass and upholstered seats, would 
stationary brickpile but for one thing—the third 
rail.

make any headway must connect with source en- 
ergy quite outside itsefl. ‘Then, cheerily anr rapidly, 
whirls its passengers toward their destination. 

teachers are electric trains, and our pupils are our 
passengers. may seat them comfortably and keep 
them snug and warm and even sense protect them. 
But are not doing our full duty, are not fulfilling 
the purpose our vocation, unless take them some- 
where. And can’t take them anywhere, can’t get 
anywhere ourselves, unless connect with third rail. 

The first rail our religious rule, and the second our 
theory teaching; jump the track either side 
there will trouble and danger. But merely stay 
stock still those two rails might well have 
rails all. need the third rail. 

That third rail culture—a vital, intimate, constant con- 
tact with the world’s great books, those sources eneergy 
which will send along the track obedience our 
life destination. 

And don’t you think that good many holy men, and 
good many text-book teachers and recitation-hearers, are 
stalled? They have shut off the current. 


HOW TEACH CATECHISM. teachers will 
interested new volume prepared for them one 
the devoted scholars whose field labor the Catholic 
University America. the “Cathechist’s Manual: 
First Elementary Course,” Roderick MacEachen, D.D., 
published the Catholic Book Company Wheeling, 
West Virginia. 

Dr. MacEachen wise well learned and has 
not attempted construct textbook Christian Doc- 
trine. has done something better than that; has 
written little book showing how the text—any text— 
may profitably taught; indeed, how the rudiments 
Catholic faith and practice and devotion may imparted 
children too immature have text all. 

The process followed the work admirably described 
Bishop Shahan, the Rector the Catholic University, 
who contributes the preface the book: “Here the child 
taught think and express his thoughts. This 
the soul teaching. The teacher enters into the child’s 
own plane experience, and gently leads the child its 
own progression thought the great truths re- 
ligion. engages the children conversation, and 
adroit questions and suggestions directs their thought 
both the teaching and the practice religion.” 

the experienced teacher, course, all this noth- 
ing new. Dr. MacEachen innovator but has exem- 
plified most excellently that time-hallowed catechetical 
method which the traditional method imparting in- 
struction the Catholic religion. asks questions— 
not the formal and logical questions the catechism text 
questions that mean something the growing mind, 
questions that must elicit thought-provoking answers, 
questions that force the child draw upon his existing 
store impressions and experiences. Everey successful 
teacher little children will recognize how familiar and 
how salutary are such queries the following: 

“How know how good? How know 
what God wants do? Who sent the Catholic Church 
teach what God wants do? Who tells you 
what the Catholic Church teaches? What does the priest 
teach you? Does teach you what the Catholic Church 
teaches? Who sent the priest teach you? Who told 
the Catholic Church what teach? Does the Catholic 
Church teach what the Apostles taught? Then, how 
you know what good?” 

This manual mainly catechetical, but not entirely so, 
and here again conforms the theory teaching im- 
parted our Catholic normal schools and the practice 
our successful catechists. Series questions are varied 
based Bible history. specimen the latter 
quote this introduction lesson the Ten Command- 
ments: 

“Now, children, did you ever hear about Moses? will 
tell you about him. Moses was very holy man.

Such communications have led the reffection that 
just possible that some our Catholic teachers, 
their very commendable zeal for Mother Church and her 
interests, have failed take into account several import- 
ant aspects this matter Catholic literature the 
Catholic school, and the present paper venture 
offer few fundamental ideas for their earnest consider- 
ation. treatment the subject appears dogmatic, 
hasten assure readers that the dogmatism 
the seeming rather than the substance. fully realize 
that here elsewhere much may said both sides, 
that conceivably the principles upon which conten- 
tions are based may found untrustworthy, that even 
doing nothing more than acting the ungrateful role 
devil’s advocate combatting salutary movement 
Catholic education. profess myself still open re- 
futation and conviction. purpose simply this: 
place the subject non-Catholic classics Catholic 
schools the open forum for analysis and discussion. 
Ieave wiser heads and hands the important task 
making decision. 

Let guard against misunderstanding the start. 
All us, think, will agree that certain Catholic literary 
masterpieces should taught our schools, that our 
courses study—whether the grades, high school 
college—should have decidedly Catholic coloring, 
that our graduates should hold among their most precious 
cultural heritages knowledge the great Catholic 
writers and some realization the prominent part taken 
the Catholic Church and her representatives con- 
tributing world literature. This is, indeed, not the least 
reason for the very existence our Catholic schools, and 
those schools are sense false their mission they 
fail secure that result. 

But the one thing teach Catholic classics, and 
quite another thing teach nothing but Catholic classics; 
and the question which now assume issue 
this: Should teach Catholic literature exclusively? 
seems that the question should answered 
the negative, that while most properly teach, let 
say, Cardinal Wisman’s “Fabola,” and Thomas a’Kem- 
pis’s “Imitation Christ,” should not neglect teach 
Dicken’s “Tale Two Cities” and Burke’s “On Concili- 
ation With America.” These things should have done, 
but should not have left these things undone. 

include none but the works Catholic authors 
our courses study would make those courses 
study needlessly attenuated. Even from the distinctively 
Catholic point view should miss much. For must 
never forgotten that many cases the Catholic spirit

and the Catholic tradition have found expression the 
writings non-Catholic authors. ‘Tennyson was not 
Catholic, and yet incorporated Catholic legendary ma- 
terial his “Idyls the King.” Longfellow was not 
Catholic, and yet drew beautiful picture Catholic 
life “Evangeline.” Ruskin was not Catholic ,and yet 
many his essays offers splendid interpretations 
Catholic masterpieces poetry, painting and sculpture. 
Fairly numerous instances might added non-Catholic 
writers who found their inspiration Catholic themes and 
who embodied their conceptions fashion both accept- 
able and helpful the Catholic student. 

Nor must forget, this connection, that the appeal 
the Catholic content such writers all the stronger 
our pupils. not inherently impossible that 
Catholic writer might have been attracted the theme 
the expulsion the Acadians and have written poem 
even more closely harmony with the Catholic spirit 
than Longfellow’s charming idyl. And yet, whether 
like the fact not, there strong probability that 
neither nor our pupils would react strongly 
fellow poem. take for granted that devout and 
learned Catholic would elect Catholic theme, that 
would paint Catholic life and Catholic atmosphere the 
most favorable colors, that more less consciously 
would make his writing expression missionary zeal. 
And—perhaps without being aware that were doing 
—we would discount his work because the house- 
hold faith. (We should not, perhaps, but that not 
the point.) might even farther. Knowing 
must that often devotional poems written Catholics 
are literary inverse ratio their pietism, might 
even tempted suspect the worth the poem from 
the literary point view. But when non-Catholic New 
Englander deliberately chooses Catholic theme, when 
man who elsewhere not free from prejudice against 
Catholic institutions and unfairness toward Catholic epi- 
sodes history evolves work that represents Catholic 
life essentially beautiful and Catholic ideals essen- 
tially sublime, when, speak, tells the truth 
spite himself, then that same truth naturally means 
more us. 

But our choice non-Catholic writers not wise 
confine ourselves those who treat Catholic themes 
more less Catholic spirit. There are many books, 
which inheres perceputible Catholic element, which, 
nevertheless, our pupils should read and discuss and un- 
derstand. The knowledge derived from such books 
may not directly contribute the development the 
Catholic spirit the children’s attitude toward life and 
yet they should open books our classes. Why? 

Well, for one thing, for the sake consistency. 
run over the subjects taught the average Catholic high 
school shall find many, rerhaps majority sub- 
jects that not directly and immediately affect the 
Catholic life the pupils. Geometry, zoology, book- 
keeping and French grammar not intrinsically tend 
make our children stronger better Catholics. Then why 
teach them? Because, course, find them 
possibilities correlation with religion; but likewise be- 
cause they aid attaining one the purposes our 
educatonal system. Our schools exist, first all, order 
that our children may learn how and become 
Catholics; but they also exist order that our children 
may learn how and become useful and representa- 
tive and public-spirited citizens. 

The country live not distinctively Catholic 
country and even the most devout Catholic—unless 
happens favored with vocation contemplative 
order—has spend goodly portion his workaday 
life occupations that themselves have little noth- 
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ing with his religion: (We know how can sanc- 
tify his every moment and every action directing his 
intention the honor and service God, but that, again, 
not the point.) Now, want our children able 
ultimately take their place the world, professional 
and business life, and able enter into competition 
with the graduates secular schools and not worsted 
the competition. That, crudely and briefly, why 
teach geometry and zoology, bookkeeping and French 
grammar; and that why ought teach non-Cath- 
olic literature. 

For our children, the products our Catholic sys- 
tem traniing, are successful their professional 
and commercial struggles after life, needful that 
they have become sharers the intellectual background 
the world which they live. With many elements 
that mental environmnt they cannot, course, con- 
sistent Catholics, permit themselves sympathy; 
but, even their work only social amelioration 
the exercise apostolic zeal, thy cannot labor fruit- 
fuly unless they least understand their fellow men. 
They cannot take their place the world unless they 
understand the world and they cannot understand the 
world unless they know something the best that has 
been written and thought the world. 

cheerfully grant that there not much Catholic 
content Thackeray’s “History Henry Esmond,” 
though insist that strong Catholic teacher can make 
fine character-forming book; but everybody must 
grant that the “History Henry Esmond” there 
profound and searching human content, impressive 
knowledge certain phases human life whose mani- 
festations are not confined either Thackeray’s time 
the time the Young Pretender. Some its pages 
are not altogether edifying; but some phases modern 
life the midst which our pupils will presently find 
themselves immersed are not altogether edifying either, 
and the right study Thackeray will prove preparation 
and antidote for perils faith and mor- 
ality. 

Here permit me, way illustration, recount 
episode that may make clear what have mind. Some 
years ago the Catholic University Washington the 
pupils use textbook volume that was not only 
written non-Catholic, but that was offensively bris- 
tling with unjust aspersions the Catholic Church and 
with derisive reflections Catholic morality. One 
the students, toward the end the course, ventured 
inquire the instructor why that particular text had 
been selected; and the instructor explained his procedure 


somewhat follows: 


“If you recall the chapter Direct Suggestion you 
will remember that psychological principle that 
good way get man think one thing urge him 
think something else. you are looking that white 
wall and solemnly and vigorously assure you that the 
wall black, will seem all the whiter you because 
adverse suggestion. You will realize the absurdity 
error and ignuorance you are likely make more min- 


_ute and thoroughgoing study the wall than otherwise 


you would have done. The application the textbook 
are studying is, think, fairly obvious.” 

This extreme case, perhaps, and present here 
for contemplation rather than imitation; the students 
that psychology class mature men and college grad- 
uates and less impressionable than the children our 
high schools and grades. But the principle pregnant. 
really great book, genuine piece literature, mani- 
fests here and there anti-Catholic bias, written 
consonance with the anti-Catholic attitude which is, 
after all, the tradtional attitude English literature and 
most continental since the Reformation, 
should not that account cast into exterior darkness. 
Rather should accept veracious representation 
the spirit the world into which pupils must one day 
enter, and show them how the unworthy prejudice came 
into being (referring them incidentally Newman’s 
“Present Position Catholics England”) and how 
disappears into thin air when once brought into the open 
and the light truth.

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COLLEGE AND HIGH SCHOOL COURSES 
ENGLISH.

may seem paradoxical and 
incredible, but truth, that 
many our colleges and 
high schools, English the 
least efficiently taught subject 
the curriculum. This, how- 
ever, does not imply that the 
student obtains good ground- 
ing either classics, the 
modern languages. Our work 
both these departments 
too rapid and superficial 
stances the training English 
lacks entirely system, plan, and 
purpose; and the part the 
student makes for neither the 
attainment literary power, 
nor the cultivation literary 
taste. 

the drawing framing of.a syllabus English 
studies, college high school, there should always 
kept view the fitness, through years and mental 
development, the student for the and 
pursued. folly plunge young boy girl into 
literary sea complex thought bearing upon its bosom 
the rich Shakespere, the bewildering craft 
Browing, the ancient but opulent galley Fran- 
cis Thompsen. are, indeed, regards clear under- 
standing, for the fully inured and sea-literary tried mariner 
who has already cast anchor upon many strange 
shores, and has looked into the deeps and has fathomed 
the mystery and their hidden wonders. 

Again, there seems clear purpose the teach- 
ing much our English the colleges and high 
schools the country. oration Webster, poem 
Tennyson, play Shakespere, prose sketch 
Irving, and novel George Eliot Hawthorne, and 
the measure the English studies filled up. 
The young man woman graduates from college high 
school with adequate clear idea the development 
art its function and office. Little 
attention given the individual life and import 
poetry other than its obvious and superficial meaning; 
that seldom indeed our colleges and high schools 
poem studied work art. 

Now, how must correct all this and draw from lit- 
erary studies the intellectual and spiritual reward that 
flows from the sympathetic study all First and 
chiefest all, must emphasize the spiritual signifi- 
cance literature and give quick and ready reasponse 
its appeal. The poet ever creator, and the fire 
inspiration fashions the thoughts his soul— 
the lofty dreams that reach heavenward. 

Again, there order purpose our teaching 
English. Too much attention given instruction 
formal rhetoric and the mere mechanics poetry. The 
laws thought-expression prose may interesting; 
but the chief and valuable thing the young student 
not the formulated principle but the thought development 
itself. Our greatest writers neveer studied paragraph con- 
struction any school. Thy gave little attention ac- 
cumulation contrast balance. They never regarded the 
split infinitive unpardonable grammatical sin. They 
simply thought clearly and logically and consequence 
all other things weer added unto them. 

But the beginning wisdom the study English 
the proper ordering and grading the subject-matter. 
Proceed always the classes from the simple the com- 
plex. the study poetry the first year should 
exclusively devoted the lyric. the literary toy 
the child-mind. is, generally speaking, easily under- 
stood, makes sympathetic appeal, and the heart and 
not the intellect. Why then not cover during the 
first year the whole field the lyric? This should 
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followed, the second year, extensive survey the 
idyll form poetry rich simplicity and beauty. The 
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third year should given the epic; and would 
well include this the great epics the world— 
ancient mediaeval and modern times. For the fourth 
year reserve the drama, the highest form poetic crea- 
tive art. 

But eveery case the textual criticism should sub- 
ordinated study the art form—to the spiritual sig- 
nificance the poem—to its pulse and life—to the fires 
inspiration which gave form, and mold. 

might add that the last year might divided be- 
tween the drama and the ode, the latter being complex and 
exalted and sometimes difficult interpretation. But 
every case, choosing poems for study, 
pieces the curriculum—those especially spiritual sig- 
nificance such Cardinal Newman’s “Dream Geron- 
tius” and Thompson’s “Hound Heaven.” the course 
prose writers emphasize study the vocabulary. 
Young writers today have adequate knowledge 
words. Never mind the prospective retrospective 
words the paragraph. Later clear thinking will 
take care all that. 


CATECHISM—TEACHING. 


Necessity Simpler Language. 


Undoubtedly the most objectionable feature 
tically every catechism produced for generations the 
past has been the use language and reasoning beyond 
the interest, not beyond the comprehension younger 
children. seem instinctively prone run into 
this whether speaking writing religious 
things. Many catechisms appear, admirable many re- 
spects, but apparently forgetful the age and mental 
calibre the child for whose instruction they are in- 
tended. 

The catechism prepared and enjoined the 
Plenary Council Baltimore is, its aim avoid un- 
intelligible phraseology, marked improvement text 
books which preceded it. Nevertheless, equally cer- 
tain that the vast majority teachers using con- 
stantly would welcome edition whose one distinctive 
feature consisted greater simplicity language. 
recently placed copies this work before the sixth 
grade parochial school, none the children present 
being all familiar with its contents. The number 
instances which they failed arrive the sense was 
complete surprise all witnesses the experimnt. 
special test was made with three children proposed the 
teacher being among the very brightest the class. 
All three were their twelfth year, had been confirmed 
and had spent almost six years this school conducted 
religious. the list phrases quoted below there 
not one the meaning which was grasped all three 
pupils; nine these phrases one other the three 
pupils gave correct answer. Following the list: 

Our nature was corrupted the sin our first 
parent. 

55. Deprives spiritual life. 

56. grievous matter. 

57. The entire answer. 


103. supernatural gift. 

107. divine virtue. 

122. The attributes the church. 
124. doctrine faith moral.

AMERICANIZATION AND CATHOLIC ELEMEN- 
TARY SCHOOLS. 


Rev. Jos. McClancy, Superintendent Catholic

“Problem Americanization Catholic Elementary 
Schools.” 

The vision this paper purpose narrowed down 
Americanization concerns what are commonly 
known the parish schools, but what prefer style 
the Catholic Elementary Schools. our understanding 
that essay the broader relations this movement 
Catholic education will read one.of the general 
meetings. Our plan give definiite meaning the 
vague term Americanization, then sketch the workings 
the past, especially from the Catholic viewpoint set 
forth briefly the three principles that are advanced 
shape the modern movement for united America through 
the agency elementary education, offer practical 
suggestions this end and close the treatment 
indicating some the dangers that confront our Catholic 
system the midst the efforts intensify the Ameri- 
can character the education this country. 

conference recently held the residnce 
American bishop the writer witnessed clearly how puzzld 
even men progressive views are the vague-enjoying 
word Amricanization. the fear some that the 
movement cloaks over enormous attempt rob Cath- 
olics and others their right impart thoroughly re- 
ligious education their young. The standpoint from 
which these fears come eminently fitting Catholics 
but well subject every enterprise exhaustive 
study before charging nation given freedom with the 
allegation curtailing the liberty some its citizens 
bestow training which their conscience demands. 
More this the heel this essay. Just now 
the point set forth Americanization organized 
effort bring about the family spirit among the millions 
human beings living American soil. educa- 
tional attempt may described setting aboiling the 
famiialr melting pot ths country. The immigrant and 
his family are equipped with the English language, 
schooled American customs and enriched with Ameri- 
can ideals. The radical native also accorded at- 
tention. The mad rush for revolution coined into 
movement for the proper appreciation the good 
modern society and for the removal the bad orderly 
process legislation. Instead being polyglot nation 
liable pieces the darkness war times Amer- 
ica plans rear people neighborly instincts and 


common aims. word, Americanization the en- 
deavor make America united people, eliminate 
alienism and radicalism, turn out our lower schools 
boys and girls, the men and women tomorrow, who 
will shed all foreign tastes and allegiance and come into 
the unity nation one language, admiration and 
action. noble project into which out Catholic 
schools are quick enter. 


The praise present times trait common hu- 
man nature. The spirit progress our land but yet 
live regard the period which live throb- 
bing with all manner success. This leads speak 
well that portion the past which ourselves 
have figured. hard admit but the war made 
evident that all the elementary schools the land, 
Catholic, public private, patriotism was not instilled 
habit the extent that the security the nation 
demanded. The twelve grade teachers, who were consulted 
the composition this paper, united holding that 
much remains done along these lines. appraise 
the errors the past will sure way erect better 
future. God has been erased working principle 
the theory and practice host educators. With Him 
went the full vigor respect for authority, civil other- 
wise. The press wantonly abused the ruling, public offi- 
cials and the school children had this attitude filtered 
down them. tendency was implanted the growing 
ones regard the duly accredited officials incompe- 
tent except when their judgment was checked the 
populace. There was abroad also determination inter- 
nationalize everything which did nothing good for 
patriotism. Take history best displaying the evil 
this tendency. The old fashioned method lauding the 
achievements America war and peace, which 
fathered love and loyalty the nation gave way some 
twenty-five years ago consideration the whole 
human family the history unit. minimized devotion 
any particular country. was reality attempt 
establish another Tower Babel. Easy see how 
through this means the loyalty country which bleeds 
warfare was sapped its strength. Moreoveer “made 
America” never passed muster educational circles. 
went overseas for our educational theories and courted 
men like Rousseau, Pestalozzi, Herbart and Freobel. 
American theory education conceived and dedicated 
the cause human freedom, against state slavery, was 
unthought among our pedagogical writers. small 
wonder the light this information that pride for 
purely American educational achievements did not thrive. 


This summary description imparts some idea the 
weakness our past training Patriotsm. Without 
question there has been bright and better side. 
lions educated Americans have come forth from our 
various elementary schools imbued with the spirit de- 
votion their country. For years have firmly held 
the conviction that the share this noble work which 
belongs Catholic elementary schools, has never been 
rightly appraised. Significantly does one the prominent 
dailies observe editorial, May 11, 1919, that “long 
controversies have been waged the past over church 
schools, but there least this said for them, 
that none the young Socialists and incipient revolution- 
ists who are now seen danger, received their training 
such schools.” gives sharp edge this sentiment 
learn that the Borough Brooklyn, City New 
York, “only ten per cent the Catholic, children brought 
before the Children’s Court are pupils the Catholic 
schools.” Our moral training based the firm founda- 
tion religion has succeeded far the frailty 
human nature will allow fashioning our pupils the 
mold honest, industrious and law-abiding citizenship. 
Our secular education, relieved fads and matching 
efficiency that imparted the State, has developed the 
reasoning powers the young men and thus removed 
them from the rabid leadership some radical disturbers. 
The children have been impressed with the lesson obe- 
dience and loyalty the civil officials the flesh, our 
grade teachers have pointed the way their deferential 
fulfillment all orders coming from those civil au- 
thority. Catholic education has ever stood America 
for tolerance and has thus begotten good neighborly feel-

Much depends upon the teach- 
er, correct ideas concerning 
life and its vicissitudes are 
inculcated the minds 
the young. order impreg- 
nate the minds and hearts the 
pupils with the paramount im- 
portance precise notions 
the subject, the teacher must 
himself possess clear view 
life its manifold phases; 
must able convey these 
views accurately 
ingly, otherwise will accom- 
plish nothing more the 
worthless rubbish, than which 

nicious influence the students’ after-life. 

The teacher, who contents himself with giving dry 
perfunctory catechism the morning, and who allows 
this thirty-minute torture succeeded equally dry 
and perfunctory lessons throughout the day, not 
educator, can scarce called instructor. Even 
mere instructor must live teacher, order get 
results. But the mere instructor does not,and not 
supposed reach out beyond the schedule-lessons laid 
out for him. does not attempt enter, and not 
probably wholly incapable entering into the pupils’ in- 
ner life. does not direct the mind’s and the heart’s 
life the educator does. the educator’s province 
instill gradually, almost imperceptibly, into the pupils’ 
minds clear views life’s multifarious vagaries. must 
enlighten them the dangers entailed the inter- 
course with their fellows; must adroitly and cautiously 
lead them comprehend what dangers threaten them, 
pointing out, the same time, the ways and means 
avoid combat them. The source which the greatest 
danger lurks indiscriminate friendship, that term may 
used describe the relation which here ap- 
plied. The teacher who should neglect safeguard and 
fore-arm his pupils against these dangers and point 
out them what depths infamy lurk underneath 
many fair and smooth surface, would fail his first 
and principle duty. 

Friendship much abused, would perhaps 
better say, greatly misunderstood term. Those who 
number their friends the score have not the correct 
conception friendship. But very limited number 
friends can our own. One may have thousands 
acqpuaintances, but only few friends. ancient philoso- 
pher informs us, that man possessed many quasi 
friends man without character and devoid 
assertion, two qualities without which one can not ac- 
counted true man. 

Friendship signifies more than mere companionship, 
far more than mere “chumming,” our over-productive 
slang has it. Unless soul engrafted soul, heart 
joined heart, and mind united mind, manifest, 
that friendship Man becomes con- 
scious the highest nobility soul only when har- 
mony with congenial nature, which affects him does 
native air, fans him like higher presentient voices, and 
rouses within him vernal life, akin that produced 
the breath God nature. While this thought applies 
with greater force friends joined holy wedlock, 
does not fail find just application true friendship 
outside the wedded state. Without sympathetic 
heart, man, and more especially the young, can only with 
difficulty combat the yearning desires the heart; 
stands need living being upon whom can lean, 
who encourages and understands him his joy and sor- 
row, one whom can confide what agitates his in- 
nermost soul; being that understands him and sympa- 
thizes with him thoroughly enabled strike 
the chord corresponding that agitating the sad and 
weary heart, chord soothing and solacing both mind 
and heart. the hearts and the minds two individuals 
are not accord, they can not assist and support each 
other, and between them the sweet name friend would

the heart all open the gentler feelings, will briefly 
relate it. Dionysius, having condemned Phintias the 
cruel punishment crucifixion for trifling offense 
which, moreover, had not been proven against him, 
granted the condemned man reprieve put his family 
affairs order with this strict injunction, howeveer, that 
his friend Damon would suffer the penalty his stead 
should not return punctually upon fixed day. Damon 
joyfully acceded this proposal, fact, offered him- 
self die for his friend without delay, that the latter 
might spared his family.

The beauty and attractiveness cats are well brought out 
the picture called Fascinating Tale,” painted

The Artist 

Henriette Knip Bonner, Dutch animal painter, was born 
Amsterdam May 31, She was educated with great 
strictness for the profession artist. first teacher 
was her father, Josephus Augustus Knip, also artist, who 
kept her work for many hours each day, and followed the 
unusual plan shutting her for two hours the middle 
the day dark room, order rest her eyes, prac- 
tice much more likely prove injurious than otherwise. The 
child had early shown her talent and time proved herself 
good painter, especially animals. Cats and dogs were her 
pets and she liked paint them, suggesting their human 
affinities engaged something that associates them with 
beings. These domestic animals she painted with fine 
observation and humor. Europe she regarded 
animal painter the highest merit. She was member 
Academy Rotterdam and received from the Brussels 
National Gallery, the Luxembourg, and many town and cor- 
poration museums, commissions paint portraits favorite 
cats and dogs. Absolute truthfulness the great character- 
istic her work. 


After her marriage she lived Brussels, devoting her- 
self almost solely animal portraiture. The city Brus- 
sels was thus her home for great many years. Her pic- 
tures, full fun and buoyancy, not suggest the struggle 
and cares which life brought her. Fame was the result 
long years persistent toil, while for years after her mar- 
riage she combatted against poverty, supporting her invalid 
husband and family little children, and toiling early and 
late her art. time she was rewarded, and received 
many medals both her own country and 
artist she well known this country where many her 
pictures have been bought. “Coming from Market” 
owned Mrs. Colton San Her “Boy 
and Dog” was shown 1878 the (Scotland)

When you get into the vicinity Hudson’s Bay the first 
things attract your attention are “The Northern Lights.” 

The most historic these streaks one that appears 
about the fifteenth November each year. about the 
width washtub and comes out the ocean the 
Northeast the Bay. extends apparently five hundred 
miles upward, gradually bending the East, where forms 
elbow and extends the East for three 
miles, then spreads out into four fingers and thumb 
that extend for another hundred miles, all resembling 
the arm and hand some fiery giant. 


was the ninth century that navigators from the 
North Europe touched the shores the Western con- 
tinent the vicinity Baffin’s Bay, their mission being the 
purchase furs. 

They did not venture further South account the 
trade winds which carried them out unknown seas. 

Suddenly the visits the Norsemen the Western land 
ceased, and the fact that there was Western world was 
forgotten the people Europe until the middle the 
fifteenth century. 

Why these visits the navigators ceased was mystery 
historians until the middle the eighteenth century, 
when there was discovered the archives Christiania 
manuscript written Norwegian navigator the ninth 
hand that appeared the sky just ahead his vessel 
was Sailing West. wrote that was the hand giant 
made fire and gave his opinion that the hand this 
giant would swoop down upon any vessel that came beneath 
and sink the vessel with all board. 

was frightened that turned his vessel back 
Norway and warned all navigators avoid the Western 
waters. 

the manuscript was drawing the hand and this 
picture was reproduced school history the pub- 
lished about fifty years ago Van Antwerp, Bragg Co. 

Historians late years have dropped the hand from his- 
tories, deeming have been myth imagination. 

was not myth, for last November saw that hand. 
moved about threatening manner, and now and then 
cones light would shoot off from the ends the fingers. 
There question but what was the hand that the Nor- 
wegian navigator saw the ninth century, and the hand 
that retarded the settlement the Western Hemisphere for 
six centuries. was visible for twenty minutes only. When 
the Northern Lights shine nights they present strange 
sights. Sometimes streak about the width stove pipe 
will appear way the Southeast and extend across the 
Southern horizon. looks the “Goddess Liberty” 
the entrance New York had tossed her torch San 
Francisco, leaving trail light behind it. Upon arriving 
Frisco, forms into crescent half moon, and from the 


concave surface great shafts light float away like the taifs 
many comets breaking loose from the fiery masses which 
they follow. 

Again tongues fire will dancing across the sky like 
Shakespeare’s fairies Mid-Summer Night’s Dream.” 

Now six rings will form around the moon, each differ- 
ent color, then these rings will roll into ball fire, 
the same manner that the earth rolled from ring ball, 
according the Nebular Hypothesis, then wonderful scene 
follows, this ball light will turn the mountain, water, 
snow, everything, blood red. Suddenly balls fire will 
rolling thru the heavens and disappear the South. 

Now ball fire will appear above you and unfold like 
some night blooming plant. These lights travel the rate 
hundred miles minute and last from five twenty 
minutes. The Northern Lights that are seen frequently 
the United States are great streams light that come 
from the Magnetic Pole, then break loose their bases 
and sailing away the South. Standing the Arctic 
circle you can see these streamers way the South, but 
there will shining all the North. About 
two hundred and fifty miles North Hudson’s Bay 
Bothia land, explorers have located the Magnetic Pole. 

Most people think the Magnetic Pole, like the North 
Pole, less than one inch diameter, but four hun- 
dred miles across it. Within these limits the Magnetic 
Needle cuts all kinds capers. Sometimes will spin 
like top; then will jump back and forth twenty times ina 
minute. Then will jump off the pivot and stick the 
crystal the case. You can feel the electricity the air. 
This entire area 76,000,000 acres composed solid 
mass frozen mineral highly electrified. 

You can’t walk the bare ground with nails the soles 
your shoes. They will stick fast the earth. People who 
are taking electric treatments should there. elec- 
tric bath every second and, believe, does prevent disease, 

The Indians and Eskimos are never sick and electricity 
their only medicine. 

From this mass mineral great clouds electricity are 
constantly rising like the smoke from “Field Flanders.” 

The air this point dry and rare and about twenty 
miles high, and the earth moves its axis the rate 
two hundred miles hour, the electricity not diffused 
the air and remains masses. The sun shining thru 
these clouds electricity produces the Northern Lights. 
Were not for the dampness the atmosphere the people 
the South Temperate and Torrid zones could see these 
balls electricity rolling above their heads. When there 
strong upward current air many these masses re- 
ceive such momentum that they are carried off into the 
ether where they attract cosmical dust, form into solid mas- 
ses and when they strike the atmosphere the earth near 
the equator, see them meteors. There are meteors 
the North, lightning and thunder. 

One good flash lightning around the Magnetic Pole 
would split the earth two. 

Frequently these masses electricity floating the ether 
combine and acquire fixed orbit around the sun where 
see them comets. few years, this Magnetic field will 
the Paradise for miners.

THE INDIGO BUNTING 
MABEL OSGOOD WRIGHT AUDUBON LEAFLET 


Rich color the chief attribute that sets the Indigo Bunt- 
ing apart from the other members the tribe Sparrows 
and Blue that decided tone, and not bluish 
gray, one the rarest hues among the birds tempera- 
ture zones; and one may count the really blue birds the 
eastern United States upon the fingers one hand. 


Indigo Bunting 
Family 

This Bunting belongs the tree-loving and tree-nesting 
part his tribe, company with the Grosbeaks and the bril- 
liant yellow Goldfinch, whose black cap, wings, 
feathers only enchance his beauty. The Sparrows, sober 
stripes, nest near the ground, and their plumage 
blends with brown grass, twigs, and the general earth-color- 
ing, illustrating very directly the theory color-protection, 
while birds brilliant plumage invariably keep more gen- 
erally the trees. 

size, the Indigo Bunting ranks with the smaller Spar- 
rows, coming between the Field and Song Sparrows, and 
being only slightly larger than the Chippy. The female 
wears modification the Sparrow garb, the upper parts 
being ashy brown, without stripes, the under parts 
very faintly streaked with dull brown; and the wing-quills 
and the tail-feathers have dark edges and markings. 

Plumage 

When comes painting the plumage the maie 
words the task becomes difficult; for use simply the term 
indigo-blue inadequate say that bit water that 
looks blue shadow the same color when ripples out 
into full sunlight and catches dozen reflections from foliage 
and sky. merely technical description would read: Front 
head and chin, rich indigo-blue, greener back and under 
parts; wings, dusky brown, with blue edges the coverts; 
tail-feathers also blue-edged; bill and feet dark; general 
shape, rounded and Canary-like, resembling the Goldfinch. 

the last May one these buntings came low 
bush outside window, and, after resting awhile, for the 


night before had been stormy, dropped the closely cut 
turf feed upon the crumbs left where the hounds had been 
munching their biscuits. have never seen more beautiful 
specimen, and the contrast with the vividly green grass 
seemed develop the color malachite that ran along one 
edge the feathers, shifting the bird moved like the sheen 
changeable silk. 

vain did search among contemporary writers for 
description the phenomenon, which appears only the 
plumage the fully developed male two more vears 
age. Finally, chanced, searching Alexander Wilson’s 
“American Ornithology” for different matter, find the 
only adequate pen-picture this bird that know. its 
plumage says: “There one singularity, that some 
lights his plumage appears rich sky-blue, and, others, 
vivid verdigris-green; that the same bird passing 
from one place another before your eyes seems undergo 
total change color. From this, however, must 
expected the color the head, which not affected the 
change position.” 

Nest 

The nest, way typical, loose and rather careless 
structure grass, twigs, horse-hair, roots, bits bark 
and dead leaves, placed low, scrubby tree, bush 
great distance from the ground; and the three 
four eggs are very pale blue and unspotted. 

Miss Lillian Cleveland, Bird-Lore, for May-June, 1903, 
gives very interesting account the nesting pair 
these birds deutzia bush, close her house, West 
Medford, Mass. The building-operation was first discovered 
May 26, when the female alighted for moment the 
porch-rail, with material her bill. the 30th, the nest 
appeared finished, and the birds were not seen about 
for several days, but June contained one egg. An- 
other was added the following day, and third the 
5th, after which the female began incubation, while the male 
sang from the tree-tops neighboring field, but apparently 
carefully avoided approaching the vicinity the nest. The 
young were hatched June 17. The food that was carried 
the babies appeared entirely soft green worms, and 
grasshoppers about three-quarters inch length. The 
mother-bird had busy time hunting grasshoppers, which 
she did hovering over the uncut grass adjoining 
field. 

Fledglings 

June the little ones began leaving the nest, hopping 
from twig twig among the shrubs. They developed very 
fast, and the second day could hop along the ground 
lively manner. That evening small gray ball rolled down 
the walk, which upon investigation, proved refractory 
young bunting. was picked and placed bed 
strawberry basket tied the norch-railing near the nest; and 
four o’clock the next morning the little bird was sitting 
the edge the basket calling for breakfast. The father-bird 
was not seen during the period caring for the young until 
June 28, when, after apparently shirking previous. work, 
came see the fun that Mrs. Indigo was having with her 
young. the next morning the parents coaxed the little 
family into the higher trees, and that was the last that the 
observer saw them. 

Food 


Although belonging the insect-eating fraternity the 
conical beak, the Indigo Bunting consumes many noxious 
sects the nesting-season, when the rapid growth the 
young demands animal food, matter what race they 
belong. Being inhabitant the overgrown edges old 
pastures, the brushy fences clearings and pent-roads, 
-he position where can great deal good. 
Edward Forbush, his valuable book “Useful Birds 
and Their Protection,” credits the Indigo Bunting with be- 
ing consumer the larvae the mischievous brown-tailed 
moth; but whatever good may insect-destroyer, 
its service the year through consumer weed-seeds, 
common with the rest its tribe, beyond dispute. 

Song 

The voice the Indigo Bunting pretty, rather than im- 
pressive, and varies much individuals. consists 
series Canary-like notes, repeated constantly, and 
rising keys, but, mind, never reaching the dignity 
being called impressive song.

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METHODS TEACHING READING 


Lewis, Author Lewis Story Method Teaching Reading and Spelling 


were make careful study many methods 
teaching reading, would discover each the character- 
istics one more the following type methods: The 
Object-word Methods, the Picture-word Methods, the (pure) 
Word Methods, the Action-word Methods, the Thought 
Sentence Methods, and the Phonic Methods, may find 
The Lewis Story Method. 

The method used teaching anything should de- 
termined the nature the problem problems involved. 
teaching reading the practical objects are, first, enable 
the pupil the medium 
the words, signs, and sentences 
the written printed page si- 
thoughts, feelings and actions ex- 
pressed the writer; and second, 
enable the pupil convey these 
ideas, thoughts, and feelings 
others with such force cause 
them act. 

The first object far the 
more important. For should 
that 
nine per cent (99%) the read- 
ing done adults silent reading 
only, and that practically all the 
studying the pupil does school 
done through silent reading. 

should also remember that the written printed page 
contains ideas, thoughts feelings. But, iust the 
empty tracks made the snow some animal indicate 
the experienced hunter that rabbit other animal, with 
which associates the tracks, has passed over the snow, 
even the characters the written printed page are the 
mere empty tracks left some one’s ideas, thoughts, and 
feelings, and they disclose the experienced reader the 
sounds representing the articulate words through which the 
writer would have expressed these ideas, thoughts, and feel- 
ings audible words. 


Nor should forget that the beginner should never 
permitted read anything involving ideas, thoughts, feel- 
ings, actions not already within the sphere his experi- 
ence. the ideas, thoughts, feelings and actions involved 
the reading have not been gained the child’s previous 
with the world, and does not understand the 
spoken words with which these are expressed, then 
should the first care see that the child 
made familiar with the ideas, thoughts, feelings, and actions 
involved and with the audible language for the same. 
making explanations the teacher should remember that 
explanation can satisfactory the child unless made 
terms his experience. 

When the teacher sure that the child familiar with 
the ideas, thoughts, feelings and actions involved and with 
the oral form the language which they are expressed, 
remains only teach the child interpret the visible 
form the word into the spoken audible form, and thus 
associate the visible form through the audible spoken 
form with the ideas. 

The seeing pupil must taught, were, see sounds, 
while the blind pupil must taught recognize familiar 
sounds through the sense touch.

The principle correct; but when get outside the 
realm objects, the method fails; and even within the 
realm objects frequently impossible bring the 
class and the objects together.

tion. Unless can take advantage moving pictures 
supplement our pictures with appropriate actions dramati- 
zations, the Picture-word Method fails when get into the 
application than the Object-word Method. For, many in- 
stances which would impossible bring the objects 
and the children together, appropriate pictures may se- 
cured. 

Each the above methods has its advantages; but also 
has its limitations. teaching foreign pupils develop- 
ing oral vocabulary they are invaluable. But 
child read vocabulary already familiar his ears, and 
representing ideas, thoughts, feelings, and actions within his 
experience, the object, the picture, and the action may 
discarded. have simpiy the Word Method. this 
and the previous methods, the teacher gives the child the 
werd whole. 

this way children readily acquire limited number 
words. But, doing, they depend solely upon the 
ory and develop ability help themselves with new 
words. prominent advocate the Word Method, Miss 
Bradford, says: “We continue teach words wholes 
for the first five weeks, but the number words in- 
creases there danger confusion. When the child forgets 
word must given him again. has power 
recall except association. Nor has yet any ability 
help himself with new words. entirely dependent 
upon others. overcome this now introduce phonic 
analysis.” 

the Thought Sentence Method the teacher either 
leads the child express complete thought his own 
words, she gives him complete sentence (usually taken 
from some nursery rhyme) with which supposed 
familiar. This put the board (in visible form), and the 
pupil required repeat from memory the sentence 
whole until can identify each written word with its cor- 
responding oral word the position holds sentence. 

the Word Method the burden soon becomes too 
great for the memory and phonic analysis resorted to. 

Many educators who use the foregoing methods recognize 
the strain they put upon the child; and therefore they insist 
that, the end the first year, the reading vocabulary 
the child should not exceed two hundred and fifty three 
hundred words. taught The Lewis Story Method, 
the end three months should have vocabulary 
much larger than this, and the end the first year 
should able read practically everything which 
could listen intelligently.

Its purpose impart new raw materials 
from which the mind manufactures its generalizations and 
judgments eagerly and efficiently. 

These new materials may presented either the 
question method, the lecture method the topic method; 
analytically. synthitically; inductively deductively. How- 
ever much the process presentation may vary, the pur- 
pose the same. the primary grades especially, and 
even the higher grades, the ordinary instruments 
presentation are the eye and the ear. These, however, are 
only the external organs involved. There must also 
internal mental activity functioning the presentation, 
reviving related ideas into activity; bringing them into 
consciousness grasp and understand the new matter. 
Hence the great aim attained the presentation, 
the awakening and the directing the learner’s inner 
intellectual activity. 

Here weak and failing point for many teachers. 
They talk rather than teach. easy talk about 
the lesson, and difficult teach it, arouse and 
direct this inner intellectual activity upon the matter 
hand, that they often substitute talking for teaching 
and then wonder why their pupils make little progress. 
While they talk perhaps learnedly about the subject, they 
are really only deluding themselves with the idea that 
they are teaching. The very indifference, listlessness and 
lack interest and attention proof positive this de- 
lusion. shows that their inner intellectual efforts are 
not responding the teacher. Such work 
wasteful and well-nigh worthless. The educative process 
not one-sided but two-sided process, requiring the 
interested intellectual co-operation two persons, teacher 
and learner. such there must the teacher’s external 
presentation which the internal mental activity the 
learner responds. 

Both are part and parcel good teaching and the re- 
sponse generally the result the presentation, al- 
though not necessarily so, for the internal activity pre- 
dominates allowing nothing affect until has made 
itself receptive whatevere presented. Howeveer, 
skilfull external presntation will stimulate this inner ac- 
tivity. Here interest important factor. fact 
the which unlocks the doors and channels 
thought. the presentation uninteresting the learner’s 
minds wool-gathering, they flitter from one irrele- 
vant thought another, which does interest them. 

From this clear that skilful, interesting presentation 
difficult task, possessing the following characteristics: 
should (1) clear, (2) strong, (3) logical, (4) pointed, 
(5) systematic, (6) complete. may now well consider 
these characteristics separately. 

That skilfull presentation must clear evidenced 
the experience that fog and haziness obscure vision, 
while clearness clarifies and this true mental 
well physical things.

body—it needs exercise for growth. 

Often when feel dull and have wish exert 
either the mind the body are need nothing 
more serious than walk the street. talk with 
friend may give new mental life. Even page from 
new book may help, though when the mind very tired 
usually needs contact with real life rather than with 
that which lies between the covers book. 

There nothing the world deadly getting into 
all this now and then, and always pay 
doing work which more less mediocre, besides 
missing the real pleasure effort.

If, the contrary, chaos and anarchy are 
permitted hold sway, souls suffer, and sin creeps and 
works havoc. The choicest hearts will deteriorate under 
such baneful condition. school Academy which 
there discipline will barren Vocations. 

The secret discipline and order lies nice balance 
between the sterner and the virtues religion, be- 
tween firmness and harshness. Some one has cylincally 
compared children young cubs, which must tamed. 
The whip alone will not achieve success, nor will the stick 
candy the pink doll. Where these fail, the firm and 
steady hand will succeed. 

consequence, any religious teacher interested 
the awakening Vocations must cultivate the qualities 
which foster order and discipline. She must strive 
firm without being harsh. She must loving, though not 
sentimental; kind but not weak. 

Above all else, she must impartial. Children 
not resent discipline, but they abhor injustice. the 
astuteness trained detectives, they soon find out the 
slightest deviation this kind their teacher. Once 
justice wounded, the heart withdraws and never re- 
turns. Partiality blights the influence the teacher and 
renders her powerless aught foster Vocations. 

Probably the most effective means preserving order 
and discipline school and class-room keep the 
minds the pupils actively engaged. this end, well- 
prepared class, whose minutest details skilfully 
planned, will more check mischief than the stiffest 
rod the sharpest command. Likewise, when boys and 
girls are kept work preparing studies under the direc- 
tion the teacher, their minds become absorbed that 
little time left for disorder and misbehavior. this 
sense, studies safeguard morals. keen and active mind 
the most receptive soil for the seed Vocation.

the parents what are called the national schools. 
Priests whose Americanism above reproach have in- 
sisted the necessity this procedure. would strike 
the writer meeting the situation the full, reli- 
gion, all such schools, were taught both English 
and the tongue the parents. All secular subjects 
our schools should throughout the width and length 
the country taught English and English only. 

From consideration these three princlples 
Americanization, let pass some concrete sugges- 
tions. They have been collected the result question- 
naire sent around some dozen experienced teachers 
holding prominent places the Catholic schools 
Brooklyn.

The local branches the Grand Army the 
Republic have all times shown themselves 
with the opportunity presenting American flag 
Catholic schools. The flag should lowered with the 
ending the school day. After the morning prayer the 
salute the flag should daily given and few stanzas 
the “Star Spangled Banner” sung. One interesting 
principal has introduced the practice closing the 
school week assembling the children outside the school, 
indulging joint salute the flag, singing the na- 
tional anthem, and the presence the youngsters, tak- 
ing down the colors. The device not without splendid 
points its credit. The walls our schools, instead 
being over-decorated with various calendars, left 
very bare, should hold the pictures national figures 
like the ruling President, the Governor the State, the 
Mayor the City ,the heroes past wars and the great 
American writers and inventors. The eye handy 
entrance the mind and heart. the history lessons 
the grade might possible correlate study 
these pictures with the matter the instruction. 

School management has likewise golden chance 
instill Americanism into our Catholic children. must 
not overlooked for moment that love America 
like love for the Catholic faith depends great meas- 
ure for its warmth development.

holidays along narrow lines. Just because our religion 
furnishes the children with few days away from their 
work, felt some quarters useful make for this 
time calling school sessions legal holidays.

landing safely must have clear view it. Hamil- 
ton very aptly illustrates: “The camera that would 
record faithfully, print sharply and reproduce accurately, 
must see clearly. the mind that would receive readily, 
retain permanently and express correctly 
Efficient presentation brings the truth 
seen with the mind’s eye out the confusing fog into 
clear open view. 

Presentation should strong because strength makes 
for retention. Whatever forcibly presented the mind 
impresses most effectively and permanntly. Just 
few forcible shots fired into formidable fort will accom- 
plish what thousands weak shots could neveer accom- 
plish, also few thoughts forcibly presented the 
mind will make indelible impression upon it. 
strong the presentation should (1) clear, (2) earnest, 
(3) repetitious. 

present subject clearly the teacher must first 
all perceive the subject clearly himself. Certainly can 
more present clearly others what does not see 
clearly himself than artist can put canvas what 
not embodied portrayed clearly his own mind. 
Like the artist the teacher must not only have the matter 
but also necessary tools, and ability, skill and precision 
using them. These tools are thought and speech. 
effective thought procedure must direct, distinct, 
adequate and logical; the language must simple, direct, 
precise and intelligible the learner. 

strong the presentation must earnest because 
nothing impresses one forcibly earnestness. What 
comes from the heart goes the heart vigorously and 
forcefully. and simplicity carry all before 
them” the classroom well the pulpit, before the 
bar, the forum. The teacher must have heart power 
well head power. His sincerity and conviction must 
accompany his skill. 

strong the presentation must repetitious be- 
cause clearness and earnestness are not sufficient make 
presented thought indelible. The thought must 
repeated. Just drop water falling upon rock has 
little effect upon it, but dropping repeatedly wears 
away, also thought repeatedly brought mind 
leaves lasting impression upon it. The number repe- 
titions necessary make presentation strong varies with 
the learner’s attention, the quality his intellect and the 
nature the subject-matter. 

can not force the mind receive truths, neither 
can put them into through surgical operation. 
The mind must seek and grasp for what craves and the 
quantity and quality attention indicate the zeal with 
which strives grasp and know the fact presented. 
Consequently few repetitions upon the actively atten- 
tive, impressionable mind are far more effective than 
scores them upon the inattentive only passively at- 
tentive one. The maxim, “Strike while the iron hot,” 
becomes, “Repeat while the mind The number 
the repetitions vary with the quality the minds, be- 
cause some minds are dull, slow and shortsighted. They 
receive, comprehend and recall slowly and therefore re- 
quire more time, more repetition grasp what pre- 
sented than others which perceive quickly, keenly and 
deeply whatever presented. 

That the number repetitions should vary with the 
nature the subject presented due the fact that 
some subjects are harder than,others and especially for 
some pupils. All are not endowed with the same talents. 
Difficult matter must presented and taught oftener than 
that which easily comprehended. The pupils’ failure 
recitation examination may due not much 
the fact that the presentation was not clear, but the 
more cogent fact that was not repeated enough for 
the pupils’ mental grasp and comprehension. For instance, 
one presentation the analytic reasoning process in- 
volved the extraction square and cube roots will 
scarcely fix that process. rule these subjects must 
presented two three times even bright classes 
and more often slow, dull ones. 

The characteristics then strong presentation are 
clearness, earnestness and repetition. one even 
two these will make the presentation strong enough 
amply effective, but normal mind can ignore re- 
sist the presence and co-operation all them. 
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HEALTH HINTS. 


State Legislation for Physical Education. 


Within the past three years, eight States have enacted 
laws providing for State-wide physical education, namely, 
Illinois 1915; New York 1916; New Jersey, Nevada, 
Rhode Island, and California 1917; Delaware and Mary- 
land 1918. six other States, Massachusetts, Connecti- 
cut, Pennsylvania, Nebraska, Ohio and Colorado, legis- 
lative attention has been given this matter, but 
legislation has yet been enacted. New Jersey and 
Massachusetts special commissions made exhaustive in- 
vestigations and reports the basis for legislative action. 
Though this legislation all but two states was enacted 
prior the current year, did not become effective until 
this year, except New York and Illinois. New York, 
however, the law was amended 1918 that the law 
final form will not full effect until 1918-19. 

Physical training, systematically taught this year for 
the first time many school, will more effective next 
year. has already enlivened the schools. 


Physical Education the Preparation Teachers. 


Effective physical education the children the ele- 
mentary schools will always conditioned largely upon 
the regular class-room teachers. Obviously physical edu- 
cation must have large place the preparation teach- 
ers they are play well their part the conservation 
the physical resources childhood. must recog- 
nized that this part the preparation teachers fun- 
damental and vital, not accessory the formularies 
mental training and discipline. 

all foreign countries the medical supervision 
schools has suffered during the war. School medical offi- 
cers, like all other members the medical profession, 
have been called miiltary service. our own country 


the same condition prevails, though less degree. 

_ A minimum of one hour a day of enlivening and joy-produc- 
ing exercise has been suggested. This serves a double purpose; 
to conserve and develop the health of the students and to 
produce the raw material of personal experience without which 
it is hopeless to undertake to train teachers to teach. 

Complementary to this at least one hour (period) per day 
should be given to instruction in the principles and practice of 
physical education. Not to enter deeply into details, under 
“principles’’ must be included the basic sciences anatomy, 
physiology, and hygiene—general, indiivdual, and group; and 
the values of physical education—educational, social, civic, and 
economic. 

Under “practice,” must be included certainly practice in 
hygienic inspection of school plant; in co-operation with medi- 
cal inspectors and nurses; in conduct of posture examinations 
and tests; in direction of drills, gymnastics, and games, com- 
— projects; and in teaching habits and ideals 
health.

Grammer with its 
suffocating net work rules, 
the bludgeon syntax and 
the tortures etymology has 
effectively killed the dead lan- 
guages and made almost im- 
possible for the average half- 
grown student learn speak them, whereas little Greek 
and Roman boys and girls babbled the classic tongues 
the tender age six seven better than grave profes- 
sors nowadays can speak them sixty seventy. 
too, the modern machinery exercises, parsing, analysis 
and all that paraphernalia the class-room tends dis- 
courage the poor student from original adventures au- 
thorship and kills that joy personal expression which 
the incentive write. necessary course in- 
troduce into the class English some method and sys- 
tem but everlasting vigilance should exercised lest this 
method should degenerate into mere formal proceeding 
which kills the joy English and takes the fun from 
composition. 

Everyone born with instinct for self-expres- 
sion. How love talk, and what penance 
keep silent! wish give forth our opinions, tell 
interesting things that have heard and seen, ask 
questions, exchange news. What say tinged with 
certain color our personality and interested 
the sound our own voices and find pleasure ex- 
pressing our thoughts. Consider the robe speech that 
clothes the world. From New York Madagascar and 
from Timbuctoo some thousand million mortals 
tongues. One wonders sometimes what the crowds find 
speak of. What subjects are sufficient supply that 
interminable flow multitudinous speech? Yet who was 
ever silent for want subject? Mankind goes talking 
throughout the ages. enough reason speak that 
one has voice. Given this door into the outer world the 
thoughts themselves, the feelings the heart, one’s opin- 
ions and experiences, all that the memory and the intelli- 
gence, the imagination and the fancy have stirred 
within will come dancing sun themselves the 
light conversation. Self-expression instinct and 
need our human nature. 

Now writing differs from speech only that the 
expression our thoughts, feelings, opinions, experiences, 
memories, imaginations, not uttered lightly spoken 
word but set down with more precision and more care 
written words which remain and may read in- 
definite audience. therefore itself finer and more 
satisfying form self-expression than talking. 
like talk and find gratification communicating 
others speech our thoughts and impressions, still 
more grateful have the talent for writing 
convey others our finer thoughts and the more mature 
expression ourselves the medium the written 
word. true that more labor attached this 
latter form self-expression. easy talk but much 
more difficult write. Yet pupil has talent for 
self-expression written words, the fun writing and 
the pleasure self-expression, only one can got 
realize it, will overbalance and compensate for the labor 
and difficulty writing. should therefore make com- 
position much fun can and try induce the 
pupil take much pleasure she can derive 
from the practice writing. can once get student 
make recreation authorship and find personal 
delight practicing self-expression writing, then 
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may make sure that have added aspiring author 
the ranks Catholic writers least (for alas! 
there difference) writers who are Catholics. 

odd how seldom this point stressed rhetorics 
and manuals composition and how infrequently 
seems come home even the most zealous and alert 
teachers literature that teaching the pupil 
make recreation authorship and showing them 
the fun writing that one best induces them persevere 
after the first steps along the path succssful self-ex- 
pression are made school. seems taken for 
granted somehow that pupil will patiently bear the 
drudgery exercises and the repression criticism and 
correction and after being inclined these solemn pro- 
cesses “teaching English” rather detest pen and ink 
and paper for their connotations unrewarded slaving, 
will cheerfully take them again when school over 
and keep writing, they have been dryly told do. 


What, fact, the effect this making the writing 
English all work and play? The effect is, except 
some rare instances, take the interest and pleasure out 
writing and make seem heartless sort drudg- 
ery which one must get through somehow pass the 
examinations. Even those who under better circumstances 
weuld have natural inclination write, seeing pleas- 
the thing and hope that they will profit from 
thereafter, drop the notion becoming authors and give 
any aspiration write for themselves. 

all the more necessary just now make our 
Catholic students see the fun writing because Catholic 
literature does not alas! offer those solid temporal rewards 
which would recommend professional career. 
Catholic writers are sadly underpaid when they write for 
Catholic audiences and great deal the writing that 
done Catholic lines for some time come 
must labor love. Those who are engaged 
fore writing Catholic essays, Catholic stories and poems 
must content for their reward with the joy the work 
itself and with the good they are doing rather than with 
any great return goods gold. All the more reason, 
are have Catholic writers enough, bring out 
clear and attractive colors the pupils our Catholic 
schools the intrinsic attractiveness the work and 
make them love writing for its own sake and find recrea- 
tion and pleasure which will make the occupation 
their leisure hours. 

How this done, this excellent thing 
ing writing attractive itself and recreation for leisure 
hours? First all, let suggest the prime essential for 
making writing attractive and delightful the student 
the attitude the teacher, the teacher’s contagious enthu- 
siasm for writing and the love the craft for its own 
sake which will communicated the pupil and set him 
longing become proficient excellent pursuit 
authorship. the teacher attacks the daily task Eug- 
lish formal heartless way, without spontaneity fer- 
vor, what wonder that the pupil finds heartless too? 
the teacher regards the English hour desert 
mapped off into arid wastes grammar, assignment 
theme, correction the preceding theme, parsing and 
analysis and the anatomization certain dessicated pass- 
ages clipped from their context and rendered utterly 
lifeless long dissection and dry disquisition, what won- 
der that the pupil takes the same hopeless view, and only 
wishes that the dreary time may pass and that enough 
parsing and analysis and erudition may somehow stick 
his bewildered wearied brain enable him pass the 
examinations? 

But the teacher looks literature transcript 
life, the book human nature, and epitome 
mankind which the most interesting thing the world, 
then the pupil will catch the contagion interest and 
see, through the windows poetry and prose, 
the wonderful interesting various world, interpreted and 
made more real the enchanting words some great 
author than itself the half-opened eyes 
untrained observer. Like those magic mirrors fairy- 
land, literature can display the past and the present 
and even something the future, for human nature 
remain the same. its limipd glass are displayed lands 


near and far and the manifold multitudes the earth. 
Once the teacher’s self stirred and fired with enthusiasm 
for this magical mirror words, the pupil’s heart will 
likewise begin beat unison and the pupil’s mind 
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will grow more eager understand and appreciate those 
marvelous volumes which have the lovely earth shut 
their narrow page. 

If, besides, the teacher has sincere and thrilling enthu- 
siasm for the great art self-expression through the 
written word, and vastly anxious that every pupil may 
nurse and fan that tiny spark personal thought and 
feeling, that capacity for individual expression, which 
the heart every child, and this enthusiasm con- 
veyed the pupls attractive and appealing way, 
then they will find fun writing and joy literature and 
their talents for this most humane art will bud and blos- 
som the sunshine pleasantness and encouragement 
they could never the gloomy and somber shades 
parsing, analysis, erudition, sentence structure, and all 
that shivery array rhetorical paraphernalia. 

The system periodical examinations, that necessary 
evil our present method education, responsible for 
vast deal dwarfing and ignorance. The unhappy cir- 
cumstance that there must much matter cut and 
dried and ready little gobbets for questions and answers 
the end the year, throws premonitary shadow over 
the whole course studies, and distracts the wretched 
teacher from the real business education, which 
course the giving living and vital information and the 
harmonious training all the faculties that they may 
and develop throughout the rest life. the 
English class could freed this incubus formalism, 
this continual necessity rules and sterotyped exercises, 
would much more fun both the teacher and the 
pupils. Imagine how pleasant would make Eng- 
lish class one long revel the best literature which 
suited the comprehension the class, with little 
interludes entertaining and joyous efforts the part 
the pupils express.themselves and tell their little 
world thought imaginations and experiences just the 
genial author whom they are reading together has told 
his own. 

The nearer the class does approach this ideal 
joyous interest and spontaneous enthusiasm the more 
effective likely training Catholic writers. 
The more formal, depressing and monotonous becomes, 
the more the class English likely discourage any 
personal adventuring the sunny seas pleasant liter- 
ature. not mean course disparage the use- 
fulness method and system teaching, even English. 
But extreme care should taken not kill the joy 
reading and writing making English mean the pupil 
somber drudgery and little more. Some rare spirits 
under such regime will react and seek their real joy 
reading and writing quite apart from the class room. 
They will make their own world books and live therein. 
But the vast majority, having been taught most pain- 
ful and monotonous experience that English means drudg- 
ery and dryness will grow dislike the classics which 
they have never been got understand and detest pen 
and ink and paper, the dreary instruments weary exer- 
cises. And when they have seen the last English ex- 
aminations they would soon think reading true lit- 
erature writing for fun, they would making 
pastime spelling arithmetic. 

The joy art its chief reward and most those 
who write, Catholic writers least, for the love 
the cause and the joy the work. The boy girl 
with talent for writing whom have got look 
literature the pleasantest pursuits and writing for 
publication the greatest and most joyous games 
likely keep reading and writing through thick and 
thin until God’s good time shal lhave another 
Catholic author proud of. Let teach them then 
write for the fun the thing and make English class 
the pleasantest the classes!
